Changes in Imperial Laws 


The following changes in the Imperial Law were made at the fifty-fourth 
session of the Imperial Council: 


BY-LAWS 


1.—Under Article VIII, dealing with the Committees of the Imperial Council, in Section 63, 
insert after the term “Jurisdictional Lines” in the fifth line the words “and Temple 
Advisory.” (Page 18.) The effect of this amendment is to create a new Committee. 


2.—Section 78, pages 21, 22 and 23, was repealed to become effective December 31st, 1928. 
3.—Add new Section 80, page 23, as follows: 


“The Trustees of Georgia Corporation. At each annual election of officers, there 
shall be elected a Board of Trustees for Shriners’ Hospitals for Crippled Children, a 
Georgia Corporation, to consist of seven members of the Imperial Council, who shali 
serve for one year and until their successors are elected and qualify.” 


4.—Add new Section 81, page 23, as follows: 


“Temple Advisory Committee. The duty of the Temple Advisory Committee shall 
be to carefully investigate and determine the advisability of Permitting the incurring of 
debts by any Temple for the purchase, construction, enlargement or improvement of 
buildings or Temples, or for any other Purpose involving a sum in excess of $10.00 per 
capita of Temple membership, and to consider such other matters as may be from time to 


time referred to it by the Imperial Potentate of Imperial Council relating to the general 
welfare of the Order.” 


5.—Effective December 31st, 1928, strike out the last clause of the first Paragraph of Section 
94, Page 24, beginning after the word “year” in the fourth line, as follows: “which 
dues shall include the member's subscription to the Shrine Magazine.” In like amanner 
effective as of the same date, strike out the following in the second and third lines of the 
second paragraph of Section 94, Page 24, begin ‘i 


; ning after the word “dues”: includin 
the proportionate part of the Shrine Magazine subscription.”

8.—Section 257, page 41, was amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

“A Temple may levy an assessment upon the members thereof, for purposes general 
to the membership, at a regular session of the Temple, after due notice to all members, 
which said notice shall state the amount of said proposed assessment, and the date upon 
which action shall be taken thereon. To be valid, such assessment must receive a two- 
thirds vote of those present and voting, and must be approved by the Imperial Council 
in a manner similar to the approval of amendments to the By-Laws of a Temple. When 
so passed by the Temple and approved by the Imperial Council, the assessment shall be 
binding on each member of the Temple as of the date of passage of the resolution 
levying the assessment and shall be paid as dues are paid. No card shall be issued to a 
member if his assessment or any installment thereof is in arrears. No demit shall be 
issued to a member until his assessment shall be paid in full. 


9.—Attention is called to the following excerpt from the report of the Committee on 
Revision of Ritual, providing for a flag ceremony: 


“In developing a flag ceremony, your Committee is of the opinion that we should aubintt 
for consideration a minimum requirement in this particular which should be made app icable 
to all the Temples of the Order, with the understanding that Subordinate Temp) eo may 
develop and elaborate this ceremony. Some of the larger Temples are already using ela ae € 
and beautiful flag ceremonies which are very impressive. It is not our desire oe jiniter ere 
with this practice, but we do recommend that the ceremony which is submitted in this eppet 
¢ incorporated as a part of any drill or ceremony used. In a great many oF fe fous 
that bugle calls are used in connection with the activities of the Color Guard an i at bands 
are rendering patriotic airs in keeping with the spirit of the occasion. Sometimes the Nationa 
Anthems are sung by the entire Nobility with inspiring effect.
